THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Hopkinton, in the County 
of Merrimack, in said state, qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in, 
said Hopkinton, on Tuesday, the tenth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary tewn officers for the year 
ensuing, 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 


3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the repairs of highways and bridges in addition 
to the amount required by law, and appropriate the same. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the Hopkinton Free Public 
Library, and appropriate the same. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for Memorial Day, and appropriate the same. 


6. To hear and act upon the reports of town officers, 
library trustees, and committees. 


7. To see if the town will vote to accept the condi- 
-tions of the act of legislature passed in 1905 and amend- 
ments, to wit: An act to provide for state aid, and for 
the expenditure of other public money, in the permanent 
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improvement of main highways throughout the state, 
and see what sum or sums of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the same. 


8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the maintenance of state highway, and ap- 
propriate the same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to allow two per cent. 
discount on all taxes paid on or before July 1, 1914. 


10. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to distribute the inventory blanks not earlier than 
April 1, 1914. 


11. To see if the town will vote to accept a gift of 
$100 from Maria G. Barnard, the income to be used for 
the care of the family burial lot in Hopkinton Village 
Old Cemetery. 


12. To see if the town will vote to accept a bequest 
of $150 from the estate of the late Charles N. Tuttle, for 
care of burial lot in Contoocook Cemetery. 


13. To see if the town will vote to have all bushes 
beside the highway cut down, cleared away and burned, 
such growth to be cut away as impedes the passing of 
vehicles, for the purpose of making travel safer, greatly 
lowering the cost of clearing the highways from moth 
nests, and from drifted snow, and beautifying the high- 
ways, and to raise and appropriate money for the same. 


14. To see if the town will vote to erect at all dan- 
gerous curves and blind crossings, automobile danger 
signs on all main traveled roads, and to raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. 


15. To see if the town will vote to plant suitable ever- 
green trees along the roadside in front of the cemetery 
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at Contooecook, and to raise and appropriate money for 
the same. 


16. To see if the town will vote to sell one fifth of 
the old Duston place at West Hopkinton. 


17. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
piece of road leading from the highway that passes the 
residence of John Roach, through the farm formerly 
owned by the late James M. Connor to said Roach’s 
pasture. 


18. To see if the town will vote to grant permission 
to Charles A. Preston to straighten a portion of the high- 
way leading from the highway near the residence of 
George Butman past said Preston’s farm buildings to 
Maple street, provided all the expense of straightening 
said highway be covered by said Preston, subject to the 
approval of the Selectmen. 


19. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to procure a piece of land from the heirs of Susan 8. 
Chase for an addition to the Roberts burial lot in Hop- 
kinton Village Old Cemetery, and pay a sum of money 
equal to the sum which Miss Ellen Roberts agrees to pay 
the town for said addition, she paying all necessary 
expenses appertaining thereto. 


20. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the purchase of a monument to be placed upon 
the burial lot of the late Mary E. Elliott, and appropriate 
the same. 


21. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the purchase of a suitable spraying outfit for 
the suppression of injurious moths and insects, and appro- 
priate the same. . 
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22. To hear and transact any other business that 
may properly come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


I herewith submit this my fourth annual report to the 
school board and citizens of the Town of Hopkinton. 


The work of the year has, in the main, been successful 
and progressive without any features that can be called 
striking or radical. The teachers have generally been 
loyal and faithful in their work and have co-operated to 
serve the best interests of the pupils. But few changes 
have been made in method and these were to follow more 
closely the state program of studies and to put into opera- 
tion those things which have been successful elsewhere. 

Our aim has been the preparation of boys and girls for 
citizenship, and how to make this the best; and how to give 
to youth such an outlook upon life that he may be best 
prepared to face honestly and courageously the difficulties 
which he is sure to meet is the problem which faces us 
to-day. Whether the schools shall follow tradition and 
aim at college preparation, or whether they shall take up 
the preparation for life along industrial lines and secure 
a greater appreciation for the work of father and mother 
are the great questions to be answered. 

We have done something to solve these problems in our 
high school. I believe that we have proven that we can 
gather the best of the new about the best of the old and 
give our pupils a preparation for country life without 
weakening that preparation which time has proven to be 
essential. Our progress should be constructive and con- 
servative, not destructive and radical. 

Much attention has been given to the improvement and 
the adjustment of text-books as in other years. But the 
demands in the grades and rural schools have not been 
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satisfactorily provided for. There is a need for reading 
material which should be met by an appropriation of at 
least one hundred dollars each year for the next few years. 
The new courses and the larger classes in the high school 
have drawn quite heavily on our funds, but we can not 
afford to hire good teachers unless we give them satis- 
factory tools with which to work. 

The teachers have been directed in method and helped 
in the solution of problems of management. The essen- 
tial subjects have received our special attention and much 
that is distinctly cultural and important has been omitted 
on account of the short school year. It seems to me that 
the greatest need of the schools is a longer school year. 
The average of the state is thirty-four weeks. Only the 
poorer or non-progressive towns have thirty and less. It 
seems that an expenditure of about five hundred dollars 
would bring us up to the average. If we have your ¢o- 
operation and can secure a longer school year, I believe it 
is advisable to do in our larger schools what we are be- 
ginning to do in the town of Weare. Manual training, 
something of sewing and a little cooking can be done in a 
one-room school and much more can be done in Hopkinton. 
village where the rooms are not crowded. If the parents 
of Hopkinton demand this, I believe we can do there what 
is being done in similar schools elsewhere. 

Nearly all of the teachers are reading along professional 
lines. They are keeping in touch with the best things. 
I believe that nearly all of them can keep pace with the 
times and meet the demands required by the new courses. 
We are grateful for the general co-operation which we 
have received from the teachers. 

Five rural one-room schools and the village schools at 
Hopkinton and Contoocook have been maintained thus 
far during the school year. Approximately 174 pupils 
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have been generally regular in attendance in the grades 
and 50 in the high school. | 

The school buildings are generally in good condition. 
There has been some trouble with the running water and 
the heating at Hopkinton. The work there has been 
hindered to a slight extent owing to these unforseen 
troubles. There is an imperative need in the larger schools 
for individual seatings and those which can be more per- 
fectly adapted to the size of the child. 

We ask your support and co-operation in making the 
schools of Hopkinton real live institutions for the training 
of the youth for citizenship by the use of methods caleu- 
lated to employ the natural buoyant loyal spirit of the 
pupil and by introducing the substance of life and its 
activities into the work of the school. By this method we 
shall be able to demonstrate that even the isolated country 
school, while it shall continue to exist, may be made to 
merit the praise of the community in which it is found 
on account of the impetus and the ideals of lying that 
the school inculeates. Such an ideal is guiding us in our 
present movement toward industrial and manual arts 
courses and is not impossibie of accomplishment, but it 
requires the active participation of a superintendent and 
the co-operation of school officials, teacher and parents. 

I take this opportunity to thank the Woman’s Club and 
others for their gifts and support in the developments of 
the schools.
